carpenter obeyed. ‘he 6th defendant then 
turned tome and ordered me to go down 
and lend the carpenter a hand, I objected 
to go, and he said “If you don’t I will kill 
you.” He hada knife in his hand at the 
time, and being afraid for my life I: went 
down, .The other men were getting the 
boat ready, All the orew, including three 
Chinesé and myself, or thirteen in all, got 
into the buat.. When the ship went down 
at about 6 p.m, we went on shore, and saw 
anative who was attracted towards us by 
seeing our ship go down, 

Witness then related how they got on 
shore, and how the defendants killed the 
three Chinese: the fifth defendant chopped 
at the cook with an axe whilst ho was 
stooping down, and witness. seeing this 
ran and hid himself. ‘Then the others 
left the island, ail being armed ond 
under the impression that witness would die 
of hungef. Witness got away in a passing 
boat and was taken to a place called Bang- 
koka, and there saw the 9 men ; the Goyernor 
of the place wanted to kill'the prisoners at 
once, but Peter, told him not to do so, as the 
English law would require them to be tried 
tirat. The Governor then placed witness in 
a cage, as the natives would have murdered 
him if they had seen him. He remained in 
the cage tor 28 days, and the Governor gave 
out that lie was dead. ,They were then sent 
to Labuan, together with a native who had 
seen the 6th defendant kill the cook. This 
man was examined before the. Governor of 
Labuan, but-he was not sent here.
